endum clause in the constitution, the 
petition must be in the hands of the 
secretary of state by June 17. 


In a statement issued 
toOfiy, Gov- 


ernor Cox praised the Green act, and 
stated that he welcomed the fight 
against it. "It will be a summer well 
spent in convincing those 
interests 


that the same public opinion which 
procured the passage of the working- 
men's compensation law without one 
dissenting vote in either house of the 
general assembly, will determine the 
result at the polls in a manner as un- 
satisfactory to the liability companies 
as the present Green bill is," said the 
governor.

Lisbon, May (j—The Portugueese 


government has dispatched all 
the 


political prisoners arrested for com- 
plicating in the last attempt to over- 
throw 'the present republic on Sun- 
day, 
April 27th, to the Azores for 


trial aim punishment. 


About 200 of the prisoners were 


marched at dawn yesterday on board 
the steamer Cabo Verde which had 
been chartered by the government. 
She sailed 
immediately bound for 


Terceira Island, where the accused 
are to be courtmartialed in the for- 
tress of Angra, the capital of the is- 
land. 
The Portuguese premier was Ques- 


tioned last night in part commented 
on the subject: 


"The prisoners had been sent to 


Angra under the provisions of the 
law giving the government the right 
to choose any place for trial of po- 
litical prisoners." 
The families of the accused 
are 


terrified by the step taken by the 
government, and express fear as to 
what may happen to .their relatives 
when they arrive on the remote is- 
land and are placed in the secluded 
stronghold. 


The riots on April 27 in which 


the prisoners were 
implicated were 
started 
by the 
ultra-republicans. 


They gathered in groups before the 
'barracks of Lisbon, fired revolvers, 
exploded small bombs and cheered 
for the "radical republic."

"Lieutenant Wright of Toronto, a 


Canadian, who also was with our lit- 
tle party, approached the tent first 
and lifted the flap. 
Captain Scott 


lay on his back as if asleep, but out- 
side of his sleeping bag. 
Dr. Wil- 


son and Lent. Bowers were in their 
sleeping bags, and it was apparent 
that they had been carefully wrap- 
ped up by Captain Scott, who evi- 
dently was the last to die. 
"Lieut. Bowers lay on his side, 


exactly as if he were asleep. 
Dr. 


Wilson was sitting in a half reclin- 
ing position, his back against the in- 
side of the tent, as we entered. His 
features wore the traces of a faint 
smile and he looked exactly as if he 
were about to awaken from a sound 
sleep. 
I had often seen the same 


look on his face in the morning as 
he awakened, as he was of a most 
cheerful disposition. 


"While they did not die of star- 


vation, still all their food had given 
out and worst of 
all, 
their 
fuel. 


Then it must be remembered 
that 


they 
were 
experiencing 
terrible 


pains. When we had secured all the 
equipment and the records of Cap- 
tain Scott we laid the bodies side by 
side and said a burial service 
for 


them. 
Then we removed the poles 


from the tent and covered the bod- 
ies over with the canvas. On top of 
this we built a cairn of snow and 
ice fifteen feet high. 
We took two 


skis, bound them 
together in the 


form of a cross, erected it on top of 
the cairn, a last memorial to 
the 


dead, and left 
them 
where 
they 


fell." 
Gran has in his possession Scott's 


dairy and records. He is a stalwart 
young Norwegian.

Way* of Producing Electricity. 


Electricity is produced by chemical 


action or by the action of acids, etc., 
»n metal plntes. This current is called 
galvanic electricity and 
IB the kind 


generally used for operating telegraph 
lines, telephones and doorbells. There 
are a great many* forms of galvanic 
batteries, from the "wet" battery ot 
the telegraph lines, consisting of cop- 
per and zinc plates immersed in an 
acid solution, to the "dry" batteries, 
such as are used on doorbells and for 
ignition purposes in gasoline engines. 


Frictional electricity or static elec- 


tricity can be produced by rubbing 
glass and other substances with silk 
cloth. 
Lightning Is static electricity, 


and usually the quantity of static elec- 
tricity is small, but the pressure 01 
voltage Is enormous. This explains whj 
it snaps and crackles -when It Is gener- 
ated by rubbing the cat's fur. 


Magnetic electricity is produced by 


moving a wire between the poles of a 
magnet. 
Electricity produced In this 


way is the kind used for lighting out 
streets and buildings, for electric heat- 
ing and cooking and for driving out 
trolley cars and factory motors. 


Household Go»eip. 


One of the players is sent out of the 


room. The leader asks the others to 
say something about the absent one. 
As each one in turn makes a state- 
ment or criticism the leader writes it 
down, with the speaker's name, on a 
piece of paper, which she keeps. The 
player is then called in, and the state- 
ments about him are read aloud, one 
at a time, and he must try to guess 
who said each one as it is read. 


As soon as he guesses one correctly 


the person who said it takes his plate 
and goes out of the room to be critl 
cised in turn. 


Examples of comments: 
Tou have the family eye. 
Your nose is too small. 
There is a spot on your coat sleeve. 
Your pompadour is not becoming. 
You have a witching smile. 
Your shoes are a size too small. 
You are a delightful letter writer. 


Card Trick. 


Here is a good and simple card trick: 
Ask any one to choose three cards 


from a pack and to place them face 
downward on the table. Then, begin- 
ning to count with the number of pips 
on each card laid down, let him place 
other cards upon these on one heap 
at a time until in every case be has 
counted up to fifteen, adding mentally 
as he places down each card. 


When he has thus completed the 


three heaps take from him the remain- 
ing cards and count them. Their num- 
ber, less four, will always be the num- 
ber of pips on the three chosen cards. 
An ace counts eleven and a court card 
ten. 


Thus: If he has chosen a 7, 10 and 


ace (11) he must cap these with 8, 5 
and 4 cards respectively. There will 
then be 32 cards left, and 32 less 4 
equals 23, which is the sum of 7, 10 
and 11. 


Giant Butterfliea. 


In the northern part of New Guinea 


there are butterflies so large that the 
natives hunt them with the bow and 
arrow. 
They belong to the species 


Troides chimoera, and they are not 
only among the largest but among the 
rarest butterflies in the world. Some 
specimens measure eleven and a hall 
Inches across the wings. 
The males 


which are very shy, are found only al 
certain hours of the day at the top of 
lofty blossom bearing trees. The na 
tives sometimes shoot the butterflies 
with four pronged arrows, sometimes 
capture them in nets made of spiders' 
webs.

Cambridge, Mass. — Beware, O ye 


baseball fans, for you are the product 
of a radically wrong attitude toward 
athletics. Witnessing professional base- 
ball contests tends to harmful ex- 
cesses and immorality. Thus spoke 
Harvard's world famous strength ex- 
pert. Dr. Dudley A. Sargent, recenrty. 
He said in part: 


"The 
excitement 
attending 
ball 


games as they are played at present is 
harmful. Our baseball fans nowadays 
are devotees of a game in exactly the 
same sense as are those fascinated by 
watching a roulette game or other 
games of chance. 


"Attendance at these games means 


that thousands of men and boys and 
even women become unduly excited 
over the athletic prowess of profes- 
sional players. 
They leave the ball 


grounds 
with nerves tingling and 


spirits exalted if the game goes well, 
and the question is. What outlet do 
those men nnd women find for their 
emotions thus aroused? I am tempted 
to leave the subject with an interro- 
gation point.

In the past month the Advocate 


has published a. number of articles 
relating io tlie fly pest and the peo- 
ple's attention having been brought 
to the matter many are now inter- 
ested in the war of extermination. 
Newark can be made a "flyless" city 
if the people so desire and it' they 
will co-operate in the movement to 
destroy the flies. 
The IVderal department of health 


has issued this warning: 
"A mild winter and warmer than 


usual spring presage the early 
ar- 


rival of our bitterest enemies—Hies 


-—In 
vastly 
increased 
numbers,", 
reads tho bulletin. "Immediate, wol. 
directed efforts must be put forth if 
the threatening dangers are to be 
minimized." 


It is explained that the time to 


ewat the fly is before it becomes a 
fly—that is before the egg is hatched. 
The way 'this embryonic swatting is 
done is to eliminate filth of all kinds. 


"If we do away with tho breeding 


places of flies there will be no flie«," 
says the health bulletin. 
"Garbage 
cans should receive your attention 
now. 
See that the next cleaning is 
thorough, that all matter is removed 
from the corners and that none is 
permitted to remain on the ground. 


"Clean up, keep clean and see that 


your neighbors do likewise and you 


will have few, if auj I lie, to contend 
with."

of the liability companies is to initiate 
a new bill, and with an unselfishness 
which has always characterzed the 
attitude of the liability companies in 
their conduct with labor. The scale ot 
compensation is increased over the ex- 
isting law. The compensation carried 
In the Green law is 33 1-5 percent 
higher than it is in any other Ameri- 
can state. 
"Under the existing law the state 


compels payment. Under the law as 
initiated it is suggested that manu- 
facturers be permitted to carry their 
insurance with 
liability 
companies, 


The time an^fl strength of the 
state 


would be consumed therefore in liti- 
gation with the same old foes. Under 
the existing law manufacturers can 
insure under the state fund or the} 
can carry the insurance themselves. In 
ths way, compensation is insured, the 
state must render better service and 
lower cost of insurance; otherwise, the 
manufacturer will carry it himself. 


"When the fight was made for the 
present bill,-the liability companies 
sent representatives to trade bodies al 
over Ohio and reported to the manu- 
facturers that the bill was unfair be 
cause the entire cost was placed upon 
the manufacturer. The further 
plea 


was advanced that the compensation 
was higher than that paid in any othe 
state. 


"The initiated bill, 
suggested 
b; 


the newly found friends of labor, tin 
foreign insurance companies that havi 
grown rich through their brutal lega 
attitude towards 
labor, 
makes th 


compensation higher for the purpose 
of insidiously gaining the support o 
labor, and yet it must be noted tha 
linked with this mo\ement are th 
number of large business interests 
corporate and otherwise, not engage 
in the insurance business in the cit> 
of Cleveland. 


"It is fair to assume that concern 


are rushing into this fight, for th
